Not 
BO long ago Polish “irregulars,” invaded the little 
country #f Lithuania, and seized her capital. No 
sufficient rftton has been given for that military 
aetfai!. The latest offense of the Poles is a breach 
o f the peace against the Silesian plebiscite. From 
the retu rn q| that election as shown in the press 
and the “movies/* there seems little doubt but 
that the poles were outvoted by the German pop- 
uiatjon o f that country. From the fuss they are 
raiabtf, the rides will not have it so. They flew to 
and sent a considerable military force into 
disputed territory.
